Group Homes: Facility operated by a person licensed by
the Department to provide 24 hour care for 5-8 residents.
Group Homes can be either private family homes or
corporate homes.

Residential Care Centers (RCCs): Residential facilities
serve children who have significant needs that cannot be
addressed in a community setting.

Other: other placements setting include shelter care,
detention, hospitals, mental health facilities, youth or adult
correctional facilities, children missing from care, and trial
reunifications.

Unlicensed Placement: Out-of-Home Care placements
where children are placed with non-licensed relatives and
do not receive payments. These homes are subject to all
permanency planning requirements.

Court-ordered Kinship Care (COKC): Out-of-Home Care
placements where children are placed with non-licensed
relatives and receive kinship care payments. These homes
are subject to all permanency planning requirements.
